WALL STREET STILL EXCITED. 
Turmoil at the Opening of the Stock Ex- 
change Was Indescribable. 

Wew York, Dee. 20.—Wall street was 
the center for throngs of spectators 
yesterday. The galleries of the Stock 


Exchange were crowed long before the 
= 


hour for the opening of business. The 
brokers on the floor were in a state of 
wild excitement, and the turmoil as 
the signal sounded for the opening was 


indescribable. It was impossible to 
detect any intelligible transactions 


from the standpoint of outside. obser- 
vation, but experts whose business it 
is to follew transactions kept the tape 
supplied with quotations. 

Some verry heavy orders were exe- 
cuted, both for buying and selling ac- 
count. The course of the market ebbed 


| and flowed. many times in the course 
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of the first hour and became wildy ir- 
regular at times, prices mounting 
buoyantly at some points, while break- 
ing anew at other points. Those who 
had set themselves the task of suport- 
ing the market evidently had their 
hands full and had to absorb a seem- 
ingly unending stream of offerings of 
large blocks. 

The .powerful financial interests 
whose efforts it was to sustain and ad- 
vance prices found important assist- 
ance from investment buying on a 
large scale, which was particularly 
manifest in the bond department. Buy- 
ers of this class displayed no interest 
in sutaining prices, and any consider- 
able recovery in prices caused a fall- 
ing off, but after a decline and a sue- 
ceeding upturn they came in force. The 
of bears to cover shorts was 
also in large volume at such times.

At this time the artillery attached to 
General Hart’s division was busy 
among the entrenchments on the hills 
on the British left under cover of 
which the- Irish infantry ‘brigade 
marched out in extended order to cross 
the river and attack. Undoubtedly aim- 
ing at this battery the Boers sent sev- 
eral shells near the ambulance train, 
which was forced to change its posi- 
tion. While this was transpiring the 
field artillery on the right ere busy 
shelling the ridges of the Boer left 
flank, their excellent practice attract- 
ing the attention of the Boers, who re- 
taliated with a scatering fire, almost 
demolishing all the guns and stamped- 
ing gun carriage and limber horses.
